‘What you should know

ei first thing you should know about daffodils is that 
it’s smart to choose the ones you want while they’re still in 
bloom—now. If you miss the boat this spring, your best bet 
is to read carefully the descriptions in next fall’s seed and 
nursery Catalogs. 

The second thing you need to know is something about 
the various classes of daffodils you’ ll find listed or on display. 
Daffodil is the English name for the narcissus. There are 
many flower shapes and combinations and many variations 
of the two main daffodil colors—white and yellow. A few 
new, and still expensive, introductions show light salmon- 
pink tints in their petals, and many have red in their cups. 

Daffodil beauty cannot be gauged by price. Price is 
determined by the amount of stock available to. satisfy the 
demand. Some varieties produce new bulbs more prolifi- 
cally than others and so move more rapidly from collector’s 
items to the general catalog lists. 


Eacu daffodil flower-has a central part known as an eye, 
crown, or trumpet, and an outer part called the perianth, 
which consists of six parts.

“What do | need to arrange flowers?” 


Your store has many tempting tools, but you 


can start with things you’ll find in your kitchen 


By Fae Huttenlocher 


Many of you have written asking what tools 
you need to make flower arrangements at home. 
Here we have compiled a brief guide to help you 
—how to buy the best equipment in the order 
that you’ll need it. 

Needlepoint holders and one of the smart new 
flower bowls do much to make a beginner’s ar- 
rangement look professional. You'll want to buy 
them early. But even these basic things aren’t 
necessary at first. Above is a collection of 5- to 
50-cent items which you may find in your own 
kitchen. Any of them can be used effectively to 
hold flowers. 

The three smallest glass dishes (1) are refrig-

erator butter dishes from the dime store. They 
are low and inconspicuous. The 50-cent glass 
baking dish (2) and 15-cent glass bread tray be- 
low it (3) are good for table arrangements of 
either fruit or flowers. Or try packing an alum- 
inum ice-cube tray (4) with violets or marigolds, 
cut short and accented with a line of foliage be 
tween each row of flowers. The large square 
bowl (5) is part of a glass building brick from a 
building supply store. It’s smart for floating 
large flowers. If you don’t have a flower holder, 
use a medium-size potato. With an ice pick stick 
it full of holes at different angles for flower stems. 
If the potato is round, cut a slice from the bot- 
tom so it will stand firmly in the bowl. If you 
don’t have flower clippers, use a sharp kitchen 
knife to cut flower stems as you arrange.

Preheat oven 450° F. Use a 9-inch 
pie pan and only standard level 
measurements. Sift 1 cup sifted all- 
purpose flour and \% tsp. salt in 
a bowl.

Lilacs hit by 2,4-D sprays or dusts during the summer or 
fall may not leaf out in the spring as they should. Instead, you may discover 
small, twisted leaves at the ends of some of the branches, as shown in picture 
above. You can avoid the danger of getting spray drift on your lilacs by wait- 
ing until there is no wind blowing before applying 2,4-D on nearby weeds

How to grow 








ovelier lilacs 


Here’s a 10-point program that will insure 


you healthy specimens of America’s favorite 


flowering shrub and loads of fragrant blooms 


By Harry 7. Foster 


1. ORDER lilacs guaranteed to 
be on their own roots or grafted on 
privet understock. Query your 
dealer on this point before you 
place your order. 


2. PLANT lilacs as early as the soil 
can be worked. If lilacs are set out 
late, the leaves are likely to be 
dwarfed the first year, and the bush 
cannot make normal growth. Plant- 
ing in late fall is also recommended 
for as far north as Boston. 


3. SET lilacs 5 feet apart in a 
neutral! or limey soil, in a position 
where they'll get sun for at least 
six hours a day. Pulverize the soil 
a spade’s full depth, spread the 
roots widely. Lilacs make a mat of 
roots, all quite close to the surface. 


4. COVER roots with clean top- 
soil when planting. Then finish off 
with soil into which you’ve worked 
a balanced plant food, moderately 





fresh dairy or stable manure, or a 
cup of superphosphate. 


5. PROTECT bark from injury 
both when you’re handling new 
plants and after they’re planted. 
Cut sod back from stems so they’re 
not apt to get hit by the Jawn 
mower. 


6. WATER all lilacs heavily be- 
fore blooming time unless the sea- 
son is extremely wet. 


7. MULCH area over roots. A 
loose mulch helps the soil take in 
water more freely, does away with 
need for hand-trimming of grass. 


8. CUT blooms carefully. If you 
understand how lilacs grow (see 
sketch) you won’t sacrifice next 
season’s blooms by reckless cutting. 


9. WATCH for signs of lilac pests

Chances are, you’ve been shocked by recent widely publi- 
cized figures on the frequency of such illness. Every year, 1,000 
children under 15 are sent to insane asylums. In every class- 
room of 40, two youngsters right now are potential psychiatric- 
hospital cases. At least 30 mentally ill children under 10 will 
kill themselves this year. In children’s hospitals today 10 to 15 
percent of the young patients have serious mental disorders. 

Worse still, 840,000 children, according to the Census 
Bureau become markedly neurotic every year. Not psychotic 
or insane, they are, nonetheless, so mentally disturbed that 
their whole lives, even when they become adults, will be im- 
paired. Not merely poor, but rich children as well, are affected. 

Of course, a lot of peculiar behavior in children is temporary. 
The occasional kick and scream, the rare spell of antisocial or 
otherwise unusual activity aren’t reasons for worry. 


But little Jimmy’s case was different. From the age of 2 on, 
he spent ai// his time in imaginative, solitary play and showed 
no interest ever in other children. He was irritable and cried in 
a frustrated manner whenever his play was interrupted. If 
reprimanded for anything, he’d always strike himself. Often, 
he’d laugh spontaneously and uproariously without apparent 
reason. All this was continuous—long-continuous—behavior 
in a definitely unusual pattern.

If all this has frightened you—and it has many parents— 
it shouldn’t. Jf it seems to add an overburdening hazard to the prob- 
lem of raising children, it needn’t. Mental disease in children isn’t 
new. Only the increasing knowledge about it is. And that knowledge is 
a bright promise. 


Ir PROMISES, for one thing, finally, an increase of facili- 
ties to help mentally ill children, to detect early signs and to 
prevent severe illness. Altho currently there are only 250 child 
psychiatrists in the whole country .and only 400 child clinics, 
most of them part-time, new clinics are opening, many spon- 
sored by private groups, others made possible by the National 
Health Act of 1947. Pediatricians and general practitioners, 
too, are learning how to recognize and treat less severe forms 
of mental ill health. 

There’s another promise, too, even while facilities are short. 
‘Alert parents,’ declares Dr. Michael Kasak, professor of 
psychiatry at Marquette University and director of the Mil- 
waukee County Hospital for Mental Diseases, ‘‘can cooperate 
by watching for and reporting symptoms of mental disturbance 
in boys and girls.’’ The earlier the detection, the easier and 
surer the cure. But there is also the hope that at least some 
intelligent parents can do much to prevent emotional difficul-

For you who want to grow more in 
less space, dwarf fruit trees, apples and 
pears that are hardy and dependable 
performers, are big news. 


Plant dwarf apples and pears 


—to border your drive 

—to be grown like grapes flattened 

against fence or garage wall 

—as lawn specimens 

—to stand in flower borders 

—for small home orchard (four in the 

space needed for one standard ap- 
ple tree). 

The fruits are the same—as large, as 
well colored and flavored as the same 
varieties grown on standard-size trees. 
Only the trees are dwarf. They’re made 
so because the tops are grafted to a 
dwarfing understock, which sets a limit 
on the height and spread of the tree, but 
does nothing to its fruit. 

Dwarf apple trees are grown on 
what’s known as Malling understocks or 
the newer Clark Dwarfing understock. 

The Malling understocks have quite 
brittle roots but have been grown suc- 
cessfully thruout northern New York 
State if staked to prevent toppling by 
wind when they’re loaded with fruit. 
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Jonared 


The area over their roots should be kept 
well mulched. 

Trees on Malling No. IX are the 
smallest, grow little larger than a vigor- 
ous rose tree, 5 feet at maturity. Those 
on Malling No. I and XIII are more 
rugged, may grow 10 to 12 feet tall. 
None need be spaced more than 15 feet 
apart. All will bear by their third year. 
Set knob of graft 4 inches above soil. 

For windy positions, thruout the Cen- 
tral States and the Upper Mississippi 
Valley, any place that peaches are of 
doubtful hardiness, trees on the Clark 
Dwarfing understock will be more satis- 
factory. 

Room for 10 dwarf apples and pears 
can easily be found on a 50-foot lot. 
Choose early, midseason, and late kinds.

or your kitchen

, kitchen is your domain—here’s the place to stick out 
your chin, square your shoulders, and go all out with colors 
that really do something for you. 

The test of a good kitchen color scheme is simply this: Do you 
like it? Does it make you feel good? Does it spark the daily rou- 
tine with a hint of glamour? You are the judge. 

Your ideas may run to brightness. All right. Let them. The 
very fact that much of the kitchen is already frozen in white 
dares you to be giddy with the space left over. No, you’re not 
apt to go overboard—because the areas that permit color are 
small compared with those in other rooms. And after all, any 
colors can be combined if you use them in discreet proportion. 
‘The floor comes first in your consideration of a color scheme, 
because it’s the kitchen’s largest and most conspicuous area. 
In the same category are counter tops, painted cabinet fronts, 
and ceiling. Don’t be afraid to assign color to them, but make 
it your most livable color, reserving more daring and exciting 
hues for smaller areas. 

If you are timid and find you have undercolored your kitch- 
en, salvage it with accents. Hf you think you’ve gone overboard 
and lost your sense of proportion, an even more brilliant accent 
obviously placed will mute your mistake. 

Go easy on pattern, if you’ve chosen bright, clear colors. The 
kitchen is a thoroly patterned room, anyway, already lively 
with busy lings and different shapes. If your colors are less vig- 
orous, you can use more pattern. In fact, you may need it for 
sparkle. 

When you choose your colors, be they bold or shy, consider 
their ultimate effect. White has a way of making bold colors 
look bolder. Silver gray (kitchen, bottom of page 51) will 
clarify colors. Underscorings of black will intensify colors. Good 
light, too, whether natural or artificial, intensifies colors. You 
can also count on light to pick up drab colors and give them 
zest. 

See that your kitchen has at least one area in which you can 
make a quick change, even if it’s just an open shelf you can re- 
paint or re-edge or set with new pottery to refresh your color 
scheme when you need to refresh your spirit.

KITCHEN COLORS: Apple red, pear 
yellow, teal green. 

There are a lot of us who don’t know a jot 
about color schemes and admit it. But we 
know what we like and don’t like. 

Suppose you have some fruit plates you 
admire. Use your plates then for your color 
palette and let their design guide you to the 
right color proportions. 

Assign apple red to dominating spots, floor 
and counter. Use yellow in curtains and in 
band above cabinets. Reduce the teal green 
of fruit leaves to gentle aqua for painted cab- 
inets. Use turquoise accents at window and 
snack counter. Then—color scheming fin- 
ished—hang your fruit plates like talismans.

IF YOU want masses of bloom, but your time for garden 


work is limited to weekends and evenings, give peonies, | 


iris, and daylilies top billing and major space in your beds 
and borders. 

All three are hardy perennials, which means you get re- 
turns on your investment year after year. 

All three are tolerant of mediocre growing conditions, but 
respond with satisfying promptness when you give them the 
best. 

They’re plants a beginner can buy and, by following the 
growing tips given here, soon equal the success of gardeners 
with long experience. 


Beginner or not, you’ll get bloom quicker, and have re- 
sults to boast about, if you go about your planting as the ex- 
perts do: 

e Grow only good varieties—they require no more space 
or care than do inferior ones. Plant food and water can 
boost the size, but they never give wispy blooms the form 
and color of a prizewinner. 

e Buy good stock from reputable dealers and plant it as 
soon as possible in a site you know is good. 

e Feed, water, and mulch or cultivate your plants. Stake, 
if necessary, for better display, because showmanship can 
add a lot to your satisfaction.

Ci. you decide on the meat, the rest of a meal 
is clear sailing. That’s why these main dishes this 
month. At the same time they give you something 
new to fix, several cater to a forlorn budget. 

Each recipe pictured has its own merits. Dried 
Beef a la Spring, for example, is a guick main dish 
when cooking time is short. Pressed Veal you can 
make the day before, turn it out on the platter just in 
time to go to the table. It’s one to remember all 
summer long—for buffet suppers, for luncheons, 
and for the family dinner on a hot night. 

Check with your meatman for such economy 
cuts as lamb shanks and neck slices.

Make curried 
beef and serve in center of noodle ring. Fill individual two-crust pies 
with cubed beef, vegetables, and gravy. 


Pork: Heat diced pork gravy; serve over fluffy rice, toast, or whipped 
or baked potatoes. Make Pork Pie: Cube meat, add sliced celery and 
the leftover gravy. Top with biscuits. Bake. Pork Chow Mein: Dice 
pork roast, add chopped onion, mushrooms, celery, gravy, and bean 
sprouts; heat. Serve on Chinese noodles or rice. 


Ham: Spread thin slices with prepared mustard; place 1 or 2 stalks 
of cooked asparagus on each; roll; fasten with toothpick; broil. Add 
chopped ham to scalloped potatoes, potato salad,+macaroni and 
cheese, or an omelet. 


Veal and Lamb: Serve curried lamb or veal on hot, fluffy rice. Use 
coarsely ground veal for jellied salads. Make veal or lamb fricassee 
or croquettes.

lavest in one good flower bowl 


Yo UR first purchases should be a 
low rectangular bowl and a holder 
that will take almost any arrange- 
ment. The bowl (1) at left of photo- 
graph comes in white, turquoise, 
yellow, and green. It’s 10x54”, 
a good size for most tables. Bam- 
boo design bowl (2) is 1214”x8”, 
big enough to accommodate larger 
arrangements. Color is chartreuse 
shaded with brown, a pleasing foil 
for any flower. If you can have only 
one flower holder, make it 4 inches 
in diameter (3), next to largest 
pictured. Eventually, to be well 
equipped for any vase or arrange- 
ment, you'll wantall thesizesshown: 
5-inch, 2-inch, 1-inch, and %-inch. 
Nice to have: The two little figures 
(6) in colors to match the smaller 
bowl. They are inexpensive and 
the right size for flower arrange- 
ments (51% inches tall). Lacquered 
wood plaques (7) are convenient 
to place under bowls to protect 
table tops. 


Next you'll need a tall 





Frorists usually send long- 
stemmed flowers that require tall 
flower bowls or vases. One or more 
of these (for example, 1 and 2) 
should be your next purchase. If 
vases are narrow, you'll need spe- 
cial holders. Holder at lower right 
can be fastened easily onto the 
side of a tall vase. To make it, wire 
a dime-store suction cup to folds 
of chicken wire. Or mount chicken 
wire 6n an “X” of straight wire (4) 
that fits firmly over the top of the 
vase. Another way to support long, 
weak-stemmed flowers is with the 
combination mesh and _needle- 
point holders (5) available in stores. 
In pillow vases (2) you can use 
long, narrow needlepoint holders 
(6). For baskets or other large con- 
tainers that won’t hold water, use 
a roll of chicken wire in a water- 
tight cake pan (7).

Childhood Reflections 


How your baby learns to think 


It’s hard to credit a baby with thoughts, but his behavior 


shows he’s thinking—and forming opinions about you 


Dee your baby think? Probably not—in the 
sense that an older child or adult does. But, at the 
same time he’s developing nerve and muscle co- 
ordination, he is learning how to think. 

During the first few days of your baby’s life, 
he can indicate only one attitude—dissatisfac- 
tion. He’s hungry, or he’s wet—anyway, he’s 
uncomfortable. 

The only way he can indicate that all’s well 
with his world is by going to sleep and remain- 
ing that way most of the time. But this can 
hardly be classified as ‘“‘thinking.’”’ Perhaps cry- 
ing isn’t an indication of thought either, but it 
does show that he’s aware of unsatisfactory con- 
ditions and wants something done about them. 

Within a few weeks, your baby catches on to 
the idea that crying brings results. His tones 
assume a demanding quality. This is lesson num- 
ber one in learning to think. 

Shortly after he learns that crying pays off, 
he makes another discovery. He recognizes the 
source of his satisfaction. When his mother takes 
him in her arms to nurse, he turns toward her 
breast. Sense of smell? Perhaps—altho that de- 
velops slowly in babies. But even if this behavior 
is in response to a familiar odor, it still indicates

his thought processes. Interpreting what the 
senses tell us is part of thinking. 

At 4 weeks, your baby begins to show definite 
preferences. He likes to gaze at lights, or bright- 
ness thru a window, and may not like it if you 
turn him away from the light. In the evening be- 
fore he goes to sleep, he may cry for companion- 
ship, and will quiet down if he is picked up or 
talked to. 

At about this time, too, he develops a distinct 
awareness of faces. He responds when someone 
bends over him, to talk or smile, altho he may 
not pay attention to other objects. The face 
need not be that of his mother. He seems to have 
associated the human face with the pleasure of 
having his wants satisfied. Hence, his first smile 
is generally directed toward someone’s face. 

This marked interest in humans continues all 
thru your baby’s first year. Because his earliest 
thinking has associated people with tending to 
his needs, from his second month on he gives 
them an attention he does not bestow on inani- 
mate objects. 

At 3 months, he will follow the movements of 
grownups. By the end of four months, he will 
show obvious pleasure at someone’s approach.

Kitchen itself isn't large, but a breakfast alcove and a wall of windows make 
it seem larger than it is.

: eee seen (pages 42-45) how a skillfully developed 
floor plan means easier, smoother day-to-day living in the 
main living areas of the Pease house. 

Good organization is important in the sleeping areas and 
in the less glamorous service areas, too. On these pages are 
pictured the co-ordinated, stepsaving kitchen and laundry 
area. Other pages show the owners’ bedroom (page 124) and 
bathroom (page 126), the mechanics of heating and venti- 
lating (page 120), and the use of big windows (page 128). 

Two mechanical features of the house are worth studying 
because they seta pattern likely to be followed more and more: 


Temperature control. The house is warmed with radiant 
heat from coils set in a concrete slab floor. Each room is 
heated by a separate run of pipe from the main boiler, and 
each run has its own control. 

In this way each room can be warmed individually. The 
living room, for example, can be at 72 degrees, while Caro- 
lyn, who likes her room cold, can study at her desk at 65 
degrees. 

In summer the house is kept cool by a large fan installed 
above a trapdoor in the attic, over the hall in the bedroom 
wing. This fan pulls warm air out of the house and pushes it 
back outdoors thru nine screened vents under the eaves. On 
the warmest day in summer the house stays 10 to 15 degrees 
cooler than outdoors. 


Plumbing. Because of the concrete slab floor construction, 

all water pipes run thru the attic. Here they are readily ac- 

cessible for any repairs. In winter, plywood covers over the 
screened vents in the eaves keep pipes from freezing.

Golden Omelet Layers 


The filling is cheese sauce. You dot red

—stem borers and sucking pests 
known as scale. Stem borers make 
tiny holes in main stems but leave 
telltale sawdust behind. Scale gath- 
er thickly along new growth, cause 
distortion of leaves, and can be eas- 
ily seen if examined closely. Dust- 
ing your lilac bushes with a DDT 
powder will help kill borer dam- 
age. Probe any borer holes you 
find with a fine wire. Or inject 5 to 7 
drops of carbon bisulphide in each 
with a medicine dropper, then plug 
hole at once with gum, wax, or 
wet soil. If scale are found in June, 
spray all upper foliage with a light 
miscible oil sold for this purpose 
and mixed according to directions 
for a summer spray. Do not exceed 
the amounts recommended. For a 


How to grow lovelier lilaes 










Before you prune a bush or cut branches for the 
house, study sketch at left. Removal of entire 
end cancels chances for bloom from that branch 
the succeeding year, but not the year after 





To renew an old lilac bush, cut out 
oldest stems (dark in sketch) as close 
to soil level as possible. Use a key- 
hole or other small saw and avoid 


any injury to bark of remaining stems 


Nip off the seeds as soon as bloom 
is over but be careful not to injure 
closest pair of leafy branches. These 
will furnish the blooms for next year 


bad infestation that has escaped 
detection, spray again after the 
leaves have dropped in the fall with 
an oil emulsion mixed to correct 
proportions for a dormant spray. 
Weather conditions facilitate the 
spread of mildew which sometimes 
disfigures lilac foliage in late sum- 
mer. Mildew is disfiguring, not 
dangerous to their health. 


10. PRUNE intelligently. Crop- 
ping ends only reduces bloom. Re- 
move seed heads as shown below. 
If bush is too tall for space, cut out 
older branches near ground level 
(see sketch). Use narrow saw so as 
to avoid wounds to remaining 
stems. If bush grows too wide, cut 
away outside sprouts.

Make a fat, filled roll by using a square of dough instead of a rectangle. 
Place on greased pan. At one end, cut diagonally almost to center. On other 
side, cut at right angle to first cut. Repeat 1 inch apart, the full length of roll. Let 
rise about 30 minutes. Bake in moderately hot oven (375°) about 45 minutes 











To ice the loaf, you hit the high spots only. So you'll need only 1 cup sifted 
confectioners’ sugar. Add enough milk or water to make it right for spreading 








How vesane " Sandwich grill 


The success of grill cooking 
depends largely on heating the 
grids properly. Some grills have 
automatic controls, but it’s advis- 
able to find the right setting of the 
control the first time you use your 
grill. For fastest heating, keep grill 
closed during preheating. Test 
the temperature occasionally by 
sprinkling two or three drops of 
water on the Jower grid.

How to silence 
squeaky floors 


By R. R. Kyl 


Have you ever tried to come 
home quietly late at night, and had 
a floor board or a squeaky stair an- 
nounce your presence? Is there a 
spot in your house where your chil- 
dren like to walk because they en- 
joy hearing that funny noise? 
Don’t worry; you don’t have ter- 
mites. Floors that squeak, creak, or 
groan as you walk across them are

Inadequate bridging 


When the joists that support 
your floor are not braced, they will 
twist or warp, and the floor above 
will squeak. Unless your joists are 
boxed in, you can easily tell if they 
are properly braced. Look at the 
ceiling in your basement. If the dis- 
tance between supports for the 
joists is more than 8 feet, there 
should be a series of diagonal braces 
known as bridging. These diagonal 
strips should be nailed securely at 
top and bottom. If they are loose 
or nails are missing, put in new 


Subflooring 


Finished flooring is not designed 
to stand the constant wear it gets 
without some support. That sup- 
port comes from subflooring— 
broad boarding usually laid diag- 
onally to the joists. Occasionally, 
subflooring runs at right angles to 
joists, parallel to finished flooring.

having growing pains. These pains 
may be the result of improper con- 
struction, use of unseasoned or wet 
lumber, age, or changes in climate.

nails in new holes. Without bridg- 
ing, joists don’t stay rigid, and the 
squeaks you hear are made by 
wood rubbing or nails sliding in 
and out of holes. 

If you don’t find any bridging, 
you can install it yourself. It’s al- 
most impossible to nail diagonal 
bridging in an existing house, so 
use horizontal braces. Two lengths 
of 2x4, as sketched above will give 
ample strength. Nail into the ends 
of these lengths. Stagger the bridg- 
ing so you'll have room to nail. 


where the finished flooring is made 
of thick, narrow boards, the squeak 
is probably in the subflooring. Here 
the wider boards are more likely 
to warp and loosen nails. If the

there is any opening between joists 
and rough flooring, force a long, 
thin, wood wedge (see sketch) un- 
der the curled or loose boards. ‘This 
wedge will keep boards from work- 
ing up and down when you walk 
on them, and will still the noise. 

A more permanent solution is to 
fasten a strip of hardwood (see 
sketch) securely to the joist about 
lg inch below the subfloor. Screws 
driven up thru this strip into the 
subfloor will draw the loose board 
back into place. Pair the screws so 
hat there is a vertical screw into 
he subfloor near each one driven 
into the joist. 

To set a screw up into a hard- 
wood floor, first select a screw- 
driver that fits the screw. Drill a 
hole thru the subfloor that is just 
the size of the body of the screw. 
Then drill a small hole into the 
hardwood for the twist of the screw. 
Leave plenty of wood for the screw 
to bite into. Countersink the screw 
head. Soap or beeswax applied to 
the screw threads will make your 
work easier, keep the screw from 
chewing up the wood, and prevent 
your screw from breaking off. Al- 
ways use flat-head screws.

Loose boards 


If a board springs above the 
level of the rest of the floor, 
the end of that board must be 
nailed down whether it’s over a 
joist or not. (Some flooring is 
tongued and grooved at the end so 
that joints don’t have to come over 
joists.) The cause of noise is either 
a poor job of floor laying or a bro- 
ken tongue that no longer holds the 
board in its groove. 

If you renail near the end of a 
hardwood board (see sketch), it 


Squeaks under linoleum 

Unless you can get at linoleum- 
covered floors from below, you will 
have to wait until you lay new lin- 
ol-um. The squeaks you hear are 
probably caused by warped boards 
Which have cupped from moisture. 
If boards are warped, you can 
count them by the lines worn on 
the linoleum, and you .will prob- 
ably have loose linoleum in spots. 

When you can work from below, 
use screws as Outlined under “‘Sub- 
flooring.” If you can’t work from 
below, remove the linoleum. You’ll 
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If your joists are enclosed, your 
only choice in stopping noise is to 
drive finishing nails thru the floor 
into the joists. To locate a joist you 
can’t see, start at a heating duct. 
Approximate the center line of the 
nearest joist, then measure by 16- 
inch intervals until you reach the 
area of the squeak. 

Most finished flooring in homes 
is 13/16 inch thick, but it may be 
as thin as 5/16inch. Youcan usually 
tell how thick your flooring is by 
taking off the grille over the cold- 
air return of a warm-air heating 
plant. If you have steam or radiant 
heat, you may have to guess the 
flooring thickness. Be sure to use 
finishing nails long enough to go 
thru the flooring and well into the 


joist. 


You'll find nailing a lot easier if 
you first drill a small pilot hole thru 
the finished floor only. These holes 
should be drilled at intervals at 
alternating angles. Use a shield of 
metal or thin plywood around the 
nails while you hammer, and you 
won't have “‘mule tracks” in your 
hardwood when you miss the nail. 
Sink nails slightly with a nail set, 
and fill the hole with stick shellac.

will usually split unless pilot holes 
are drilled for the nails. These holes 
can be almost as large as the shaft 
of the nail. They will not only pre- 
vent splitting, but will keep your 
nails from bending when you drive 
them in. Nail as outlined under 
““Subflooring”’ above. 

Before you drive in new nails, 
pull out all loose nails first. Use a 
block of wood under head of ham- 
mer to give you better leverage 
and prevent damage to your floor. 


probably find that the flooring be- 
neath is softwood, thin enough so 
that with the linoleum on top, the 
total thickness is the same as the 
finished floors in the rest of your 
house. Renail this flooring, using 
coated nails. Such nails have phe- 
nomenal holding power. Once you 
start them into the wood, drive 
them all the way in. If you don’t, 
they'll bend when you resume 
hammering, and you'll have your 
hands full trying to pull them out.

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Creaky stairs 


Stairway noises may result from 
one of two defects. Wedges may 
have slipped loose, or treads may 
have sprung away from risers (see 
sketch). 

When stairs are built, wedges 
which fit into the stringer and sup- 
port the ends of the treads are glued 
into place. But constant wear some- 
times makes them slip out of place, 
leaving the tread unsupported and 
noisy. If you can get at these wedges 
under your stairs, tap them back 
into place and anchor them with a 
brad. If you can’t reach the wedges, 


toenail the tread to the stringer, set 
the nail, and fill the hole with stick 
shellac. 

Sprung treads are as common as 
loose wedges. If you can work un- 
der your stairs, screw the tread to 
the riser as outlined under “‘Sub- 
flooring.”’ If the bottom of a riser has 
pulled away from the tread below 
it, draw them together with finish- 
ing nails. When you have to operate 
from above the stairs, three or four 
well-placed finishing nails, driven 
in at alternating angles will tie 
tread and riser together. 








How to order nails

this confusing world, 


even common nails are not 


understood by most of us 


Wuen you want to nail some- 
thing down—or up—do you know 
how to ask for the right penny size 
at your hardware store? 

Nails used to be sold by the hun- 
dred. You could buy a hundred 
8-penny (or 8d) nails for 8 cents. 
Now penny size is used not to in- 
dicate price but length. 

To nail a board in place, the 
nail you use should be at least 
twice as long as the board thru 
which you nail, unless you can 
“clinch” or bend the end of the 
nail back into the wood. 

If you have the right size nail on 
hand, but want to order more like 
it, measure the length of the nail 
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you have, subtract 4 inch, and 
multiply by 4. That will give you 
the penny size. 

Here is a table that tells you how 
to figure the size and number of 
nails you need:

Waat circumstances _ have 
caused dogs to become the object 
of incessant bathing, we don’t 
know.

Now with hot weather directly 
ahead, thousands of eager dog- 
bathers are getting that familiar 
gleam in their eye. But before you, 
too, succumb and start casting 
fond glances toward the scrub 
brush, we want to say a few words 
about the correct ways of keeping 
a dog clean and in good coat. 
There are better ways than wash- 
ing to keep him feeling good, 
smelling sweet, and free of assorted 
itches, rashes, dandruff, scurfiness, 
and shedding. 

Just ahead, too, is the period of 
summer (or periodic) eczema.

Ir YOUR kitchen seems as cold 
as an operating room, banish some 
of its whiteness with bright printed 
wallpaper.

come from the box, but they’re 
better yet heated in the oven a few 
minutes. Foil lining of box lifts out 
for the trip to the oven. No pan is 
needed. 


All-in-one seasoning contains 17

Also in the frozen 
chicken line, there are chicken salad, 
chicken chow mein, as well as 
fryers, broilers, and roasters. 


Oyster stuffing comes in a 14- 
ounce can. There’s nothing to 
mix and nothing to add. The 
stufing is an expert blend of 
bread crumbs, oyster slices, and 
nut meats. Seasoning is onion, sage, 
curry, salt, and pepper. 


Canned whole chicken is an ad- 
dition to the emergency shelf. You 
drain off broth and heat chicken in 
oven or broiler. If you wish to cut 
chicken into serving pieces, you 
may skillet-brown it. Heat broth 
separately. Or heat chicken and 
broth together, and serve fricassee- 
style. \ 


Wild game birds are canned 
whole, too. Newest delicacy is 
smoked wild turkey. Other special- 
ties are smoked pheasant, pheasant 
or wild turkey pat¢, pheasant or 
wild turkey broth with wild rice, 
and wild turkey a la king. 


Tapioca pudding comes in two 
flavors now, chocolate or vanilla. 
Add 2 cups milk, heat to boiling, 
cool, and you have dessert for 5 
people.

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You can too garden on hard ground 


Is THE ground in your back yard so 
hard that you’ve given up the idea of 
ever having a garden? 

Arthur Armstrong, of Providence, 
Rhode Island, had the same problem. 
When he moved several years ago, he 
found the soil as hard as concrete. 

But for six years now, Armstrong 
has been growing chrysanthemums 
that are the talk of the town. You can 
do the same thing, no matter how 
hard or unworkable your soil. Here’s 
how. 

Florists often grow their showy, big 
flowers in shallow beds of soil set on 
real concrete. You can get the same 
effect by topping your near-concrete 
soil with beds of rich loam. Make the 
beds twice as deep as those florists use, 
so soil can go longer without watering. 

For beds 8 inches deep, add alter- 
nately 2-inch layers of rotted manure 
and garden loam. You can edge the 
beds with boards. 

To protect chrysanthemums from 
early frost, Armstrong built a 10 by 14 
greenhouse. Old windows and second- 
hand lumber held the cost to $12. 

The greenhouse holds 100 chrysan- 
themums. To get the big flowers, 
Armstrong trains 50 of his plants to 
single stems. Local florists haven’t 
been able to beat his blooms for size. 
His other 50 plants, trained to three 
stems each, provide big sprays of color. 


You can grow flowers and vegetables in beds 
of topsoil built up on top of the ground. 
Supports shown are good for growing a lot 
of long-stemmed flowers like asters in a 
limited area. To raise the wires as plants grow, 
pull wedges, lift wire frame, replace wedges

To BUILD a house today costs 
you about $12 a square foot. With 
prices at that level, you can’t 
waste space. 

When you have to cut down the 
size of a planned house, the first 
thing you think about is smaller 
rooms. That’s one way to pull in 
the walls and save on the costs of 
roof and outside wall materials. 

A better way to shrink a house is 
first, to combine rooms, and 
second, to reduce space given to 
utilities. 

That’s what Architect J. Fletch- 
er Lankton of Peoria, Illinois, did 
with the home of the W. M. 
Deckers in Kalamazoo, Michigan. 
Not including carport and _ tool- 
Storage space, this house contains 
Only 518 square feet of floor space. 
Of that space, about 10 percent is 
taken up by storage and utilities.

square feet. One entire wall’ is 
lined with cupboards and closets 
made to look like a paneled wall. 

At night a double bed swings 
out from one closet. Other closets 
have hanging space for suits and 
dresses, flat storage space for shirts, 
underclothes, and bed linen, high 
storage space for hats, luggage, and 
other bulky items. With all clothes 
stored out of sight, there’s no need 
for dressers in the room; during the 
day the bedroom function is 
hidden. 

Combining dining space and 
kitchen into one area 12x10 saves 
at least another 75 square feet. And 
with the dining table in the kitch- 
en, preparing and serving a meal 
takes a minimum number of steps. 

Utility space was reduced by 
using the Ingersoll Utility Unit 
(Better Homes & Gardens, March, 


1946). Within the steel framework 
of the unit is all plumbing for bath- 
room and kitchen. The unit also 
contains a heating plant, a water 
heater, and basic electrical wiring. 
Thus, in a space 21 feet wide and 
7 feet long goesall the mechanical 
equipment of the house; it usually 
takes four times that much space. 

The unit is designed so the kitch- 
en is on one side, wrapped in an 
“L” around the core. The bath- 
room is on the other side, with all 
fixtures on one wall. 

The difference in cost between 
ordinary plumbing and _ heating 
and this prefabricated unit is 
small. The big saving comes from 
reducing space needs. You have 
less floor area to pay for.

Loosen heavy soils with peat- 
moss or compost, thoroly worked 
thru the soil before planting. 


Water. Plant food cannot be used 
until there’s water to make it into 
a solution the plants can tike in 
thru the tips of their feeding roots, 
Water your young trees an | shrubs 
thoroly once each week. Lest with 
vour trowel blade to make certain 
the soil’s wet after each watering 
at least 6 inches down. 


Muleb. Mulches keep the soil over 
the roots cool, reduce evaporation 
and promote steadier growth. Use 
partially rotted leaves, compost, 
coarse peatmoss, shredded cane, 
ground corncobs or buckwheat 
hulls. Spread 2 to 3 inches deep in 
a 3-foot circle about each new tree. 
Mulch a foot-wide band along each 
side of your hedges.

Our mailbag is stuffed with 
letters from people whose dogs 
suffer, in one way or another, 
from too many “Saturday nights.” 
They range from “Can you help 
me?” to “Ill have to have my dog 
put away if he doesn’t get well.” 

The troubles go all the way 
from common dandruff-like scurfi- 
ness to large discharging sores the 
size of a silver dollar. Most of the 
writers add, “I bathe my dog 
regularly,” as tho it were a cure or 
preventive. 


At YPICAL letter says, “I have to 
bathe my dog every day to remove 
the awful smell.’ Right here is a 
good place to say that any house 
dog who is overfed, underexercised, 
and over-bathed is going to smell. 
This particular smelly ailment is 
called seborrhea. It has caused a lot 
of dogs to be condemned as un- 
healthy, ailing, or ready for the 
canine undertaker. 

Let’s face a few facts. A dog’s 
skin is considerably above that of 
a human in daintiness, because 
a dog has no body pores. He 
doesn’t perspire thru his hide, as 
you and I do—only thru his 
mouth and the pads of his feet. So 
there’s no sweat to wash off a dog, 
no matter how hot or humid the 
weather. 

James R. Kinney, chief veteri- 
narian of the famous Ellen Prince 
Speyer animal hospital, New York 
City, says: “I know a number of 
dogs who have never had a bath in 
their lives. They look fine and 
smell sweet.” 

Doctor Kinney goes on to say 
that constant bathing ruins a dog’s 
coat; that with the natural skin 
oils scrubbed out, the hair becomes 
lifeless and brittle and falls out; 
and that the skin can become so 
dry, taut, and irritated that the dog 
will scratch himself sore. He con- 
cludes by saying, “The dog that is 
brushed daily is a clean dog.” 


In OTHER words, this expert says 
bathing is not the way to keep a 
dog clean. Another authority who 
denounces dog-bathing is’ Dr. 
Edwin Reginald Blamey of the 
American Kennel Club. Says 
Doctor Blamey, ‘“The dirt accum- 
ulation is almost always on the 
surface if the coat is parted, 
the skin will be seen to be quite 
clean.”’ As a substitute for bathing, 
Doctor Blamey recommends wip- 
ing the coat with a damp cloth, 
followed by a good brushing with a 
long-bristled brush. 

He also adds: *““The dog’s skin is 
quite rich in grease glands which 
secrete an oily material. This oil 
keeps skin soft and pliable, protects 
the coat ... when a dog is bathed 
too frequently, the result is to re- 
move the natural oil from the skin 
and to make the skin and coat un- 
naturally dry .. . the result is poor 
coat and unthrifty appearance .. . 
causing minute cracks which often 
become infected . . . cause an irrita- 
tion which causes the dog to scratch

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How to take care 
of your rugs 


A regular cleaning schedule will make 


your rugs look better and last longer 


By Mildred Leahy 


Basyinc your rug—whether 
it’s a brand-new carpet or a faith- 
ful Oriental—will pay dividends 
in years of beauty and wear. The 
key to longer rug service is to set a 
regular cleaning schedule and to 
follow the schedule faithfully. 

A daily cleaning with vacuum 
cleaner or carpet sweeper is a must 
for removing surface dirt from the 
rug. Particles of dust and dirt have 
sharp edges; unless particles are 
removed from the surface, traffic 


forces them down to the base of 


the pile tufts where they become 
imbedded and cut the fibers. At

least once a week the whole sur- 
face of the rug should be vacuumed 
thoroly. Move the furniture to 
clean little-used areas of the rug. 
If your rug is light-colored or gets 
a lot of wear, use an absorbent 
powder cleaner on it once’ each 
week or month. 

Sweeping may be dangerous be- 





cause sharp bristles of the broom 
sometimes tear or pull the pile 
tufts. Never beat or snap a rug be- 
cause you may weaken the back- 
ing or break the serging (overcast- 
ing on edge of the rug) or fringe. 





Annual shampoo 


Once or twice a year clean your 
rugs thoroly. Professional rug 
cleaners are equipped with facili- 
ties for shampooing, rinsing, and 
drying badly soiled rugs and car- 
pets. On location cleaners will 
come into your home to clean the 
rugs right on the floor—a real con- 
venience if your carpet is tacked 
down wall to wall and can’t be re- 
moved easily. Or youcan clean your 
rugs yourself after you have vac- 
uumed them thoroly on both sides. 
Shampoo them with sudsy solu- 
tions of soapless lather cleaners, 
dry-clean them with solvent clean- 
ers, or use absorbent powders. 

These pictures tell how to use 
each type of cleaner, and how to 
stiffen the back of a rug that’s be- 
come limp.

Shampooing—for badly 
soiled rugs 

1. Prepare a very foamy solution 
of any soapless lather cleanser and 
lukewarm water, or make up a 
very sudsy solution of commercial 
foam cleaner. 

2. Pick up the soap foam with a 
flat, soft-bristled scrubbing brush 
and clean an area one foot square. Use 
only the foam to avoid wetting the 
rug thru to the back. 

3. Remove the residue of suds 
with a damp cloth. Continue clean- 
ing in this same way until you’ve 
finished the entire surface of the

Don’t try to squeeze 
a dab of color from a tube into a 
whole can of paint. If you do, some 
of it may appear in ugly streaks 
later. Use a separate can (old 
coffee cans work well) and thin 


vour tinting color with a little of 


the paint you have ready. Sur 
thoroly, then combine the tinting 
mixture with paint in the large 
container and blend well. Add 
very little tinting color at a time, 
watching closely as you proceed. 
When you have the right shade, 
continue to stir the mixture until 
the last streak of color is absorbed, 
then strain the whole can of paint 
thru wire screen, cheesecloth, or 
an old stocking, to make sure there 
are no lumps left in the bottom. 
Always make sure that you mix 
enough of a color. If you run out, 
you'll have difficulty matching 
your tailor-made tint. Just in case, 
record the measurements. Remem- 
ber, too, that most colors dry either 
darker or lighter than they appear 
when paint is wet. After you’ve 
mixed your paint, brush out a 
sainple on a surface similar to the

one on which you'll use it, let it 
dry and then check the color. 

You can paint your porch rug 
right on the floor if you put a 
thick layer of papers under it. 
Paint your chairs and tables out- 
doors or in. Remember it’s easier 
on your back if you turn them up- 
side down and paint the bottom 
first, then set them right side up to 
finish the job. 


Getting paint ready. Be sure that 
the solids and liquids in the paint 
are thoroly mixed. Pour the top 
half of the paint into a second con- 
tainer (an old coffee can again). 
Stir the paint left in the original 
can with a fat wooden stick or 
paddle; gradually add liquid from 
the second can as you stir. Some 
paints must be thinned with tur- 
pentine, so check the label. 

When you open a can for the 
second time, make sure that any 
skin which has formed on top 
doesn’t become mixed with the 
paint. Skin will break up in small 
lumps and mar the smooth surface 
of your new coating. Sometimes 
you can lift the skin from the 
paint’s surface intact. If it breaks 
up, however, strain your paint thru

There are three vital facts that 
every mother and father must— 
and can—understand. The first is 
that temper tantrums, tics, and 
other disturbances in children, if 
severe and prolonged, are warning 
signs of emotional disturbance. 

The second fact, hardly ever un- 
derstood, is that excessive “‘good- 
ness’ may be a symptom. The 
model child, always obliging, al- 
ways polite, always industrious, the 
constant pride of parents and 
teachers, may be building up to a 
more damaging emotional up- 
heaval than the aggressive child. 
At a recent American Academy of 
Pediatrics meeting, Dr. Leo Kan- 
ner, director of the Children’s 
Psychiatric Service at Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital, recounted the case of 
a brilliant boy who had never 
caused his parents a day’s worry. 


Tue boy had an outstanding 
school record, read technica] treat- 
ises on astronomy and psychology. 
But suddenly, at 15, his notebooks 
were found to be full of vague 
warnings about death and the end 
of the world. He’d kick his mother, 
hide in a cellar, scream for days. 
His mental collapse was no bolt 
from the blue but had been build- 
ing up and, if his parents had only 
known, the signs of the threat were 
evident long before—in his exces- 
sive, long-continued goodness. 
The third vital fact for parents 
to understand is that mental hy- 
giene is not merely a matter of 
proper weaning, feeding, toilet 
training, but of the whole atmos- 
phere or climate of the home. 
Modern psychiatric treatment 
now uses the over-all approach 
with problem children. Called 
“total therapy,”’ it views the child 
as part of the family setting. And it 
studies and treats not the child 
alone but his mother and father. 


Let's get clear at once that this 
is not one more attempt to heap 
blame on parents. It’s a recogni- 
tion that parents themselves once 
were children and were subjected 
to stresses that may have produced 
maladjustments which they, in 
turn, pass on to their children. 
Let’s start with a rather extreme 
case.

opment Center in New York some 
months ago came 3-year-old Pa- 
tricia K., brought in by her som- 
ber-looking mother who tensely 
complained: “I have to stuff food 
into her. She won’t eat, always 
whiny and picky. I’d have been in 
heaven, at her age, with just half 
what she throws away.” Patricia 
slept badly, was overly timid, had 
nightmares, was afraid of the dark. 

Altho examination promptly 
showed that Patricia wasn’t under- 
nourished at all, Mrs. K. couldn’t 
believe it. So the child was brought 
to the nursery daily. No attempt 
was made to force her to eat. But 
after watching other children, she 
soon dug in on her own. Patricia 
was helped to acknowledge her 
confused feelings and inner rebel- 
lion, was never punished for them. 


Meanwuite, however, a psy- 
chiatrist saw Mrs. K. weekly. He 
led her to tell how difficult her own 
childhood had been, how she had 
seldom had enough to eat and had 
determined to give her child every- 
thing she herself had missed. Mrs. 
K. was led to realize that her deep 
need to relive her own youth in her 
child’s had made her want to mold 
Patricia as part of herself. She was 
shown, too, that she had hidden re- 
sentments over the fact that the 
little girl was getting so much 
which she, Mrs. K., had never had. 
Mr. K., too, was seen. A garage 
attendant who’d been away in the 
army the first two years of Patricia’s 
life, he had never been a vital 
force in the home, but had been 
dominated by his wife. In talks at 
the Center, he hesitatingly opined 
that his wife’s insistence upon Pa- 
tricia’s eating made matters worse. 
He was encouraged to express his 
feelings, to understand them, and 
become the man of the house. 


Wu ILE muchremainsto be done, 
the whole K situation has im- 
proved. Mr. K. is asserting him- 
self sensibly and Mrs. K.. is 
happier and more secure in their 
improved relationship. She has 
quit forcing Patricia to eat. With 
the pressure relieved, the child’s 
personality is beginning to bloom, 
The important fact is that no 
amount of work with Patricia alone 
would have done much good if her 
home climate, original cause of her 
trouble, hadn’t improved. 

In a southern city where mental 
health service is given in connec- 
tion with a well-baby clinic, work 
is also with parents as well as chil- 
dren. Take 8!4-year-old Joe V. 
who was referred to the clinic for 
temper, bad language, disorderli- 
ness. His mother complained that 
the boy had always been a prob- 
lem, so spiteful that she had, for 
instance, to give him enemas once 
a week. Joe’s 3!4-year-old sister 
was a “good child.” 

Mrs. V. was first assured that 8- 
year-old boys tended to be noisy 
and dirty. She was told to stop 
enemas and forget her concern 
with elimination. She was instruct- 
ed, too, to let the boy dress him- 
self, give him increased responsi- 
bility, and to be impartial in the 
way she treated the two children.

Your dormer room— 


Put that tucked-away space to use as an extra bedroom

; small upstairs bedroom with sloping roof 
and dormers makes a fine guest room or bedroom 
for a boy or girl. It becomes a sort of upstairs hide- 
away where one can read, listen to the radio or en- 
tertain in privacy. Treat such a room gaily (with 
bright wallpaper, cotton coverings for beds and 
chairs, Early American or painted furniture, throw 
rugs, tieback curtains).

Along the South Shore, there are 
resorts for those who prefer their 
water deep and salty, and there are 
enough statues, shrines, turreted 
public buildings, and cathedrals to 
keep Aunt Martha on the run for 
months.

ROADS 


If you plan to drive your own 
car, you'll find plenty of good roads 
around Montreal and the eastern 
townships. But when you head 
farther east and north, where the 
mountains begin, it will pay you to 
get the latest road information. 
The famous highway around the 
Gaspé Peninsula was wrecked dur- 
ing the war and, while passable, is 
still under repair. 

At every point of unusual tour- 
ist interest, you will find local 
transportation neatly—and often 
picturesquely—arranged. There 
are, for example, bus tours to 
Ste. Anne de Beaupré and Mont- 
morency Falls, sight-seeing busses 
in Montreal and Quebec City. 
Horse-drawn caleches wil) haul 
you anywhere in either city.

TRAINS 


If you’re vacationing by rail, 
you can connect with the Canadian 
Pacific and Canadian National 
from any part of the United States, 
often with less fuss than changing 
trains in Chicago. The two lines 
provide transportation thruout the 
province, including service out of 
Montreal and Quebec to the great- 
outdoors resort country north of 
the St. Lawrence, as well as along 
the south (Bai de Chaleurs) side of 
the Gasp’ Peninsula. 


HOTELS 


A room for two with bath at the 
Canadian Pacific’s massive Cha- 
teau Frontenac can be had for $11 
if you don’t wait until everything 
but the royal suite is taken.

They won't heap your plate the 
way it’s done around the North 
Bay country, farther west, where 
every man is assumed a lumber- 
jack until proved innocent, but 
you'll get fine cooking.

ARRANGEMENTS

enter Canada, but you should have 
good identification papers. If you 
have a car, you'll need the owner- 





ship certificate. Your luggage will 
be examined at the border, going 
and coming, but after you have 
been in Canada 48 hours, you are 
allowed to bring back $100 worth 
of purchases duty-free. If you mail 
things home, keep the sales slip 
with you, and include these pur- 
chases in your declaration. Use 
the sales slip as instructed to col- 
lect your package when it arrives. 


CLOTHES 


For most of your trip, you'll be 
most comfortable wearing informal 
clothes. The larger hotels don’t 
care to have you come into their 
dining rooms in T-shirts and slacks, 
but you'll feel silly if you over- 
dress for the rugged country. Some 
summer days are hot, but it will be 
a rare night when you won’t wear 
your topcoat or a heavy sweater. 
Good walking shoes for the cobbled 
streets of Quebec City and the 
beach at Percé are essential. On 
hipboard you'll want tweeds and 
sweaters, with something dressy 
for dinner, ship atmosphere being 
pretty much the same wherever 
you happen to travel.

landlady arrives at 6 in the morning to say she 
doesn’t want to hurry us, of course, but she must wash the sheets! 

Tourist accommodations, so called, vary with the scenery and 
the climate: from the lush West Coast motel, complete to the 
kitchenette, patio, swimming pool, bougainvillea, and mountain 
view; thru strings of bedroom cabins rising bleakly from Midwest 
prairies; to the tourist home—*‘Antiques, Tourists” —characteris- 
tic of the East. Within each type there is further variation, from 
air conditioning to a pitcher of water placed at your doorstep at 
dawn. Fortunately for you, most roadside hostelries proclaim 
their status even before you turn in at the driveway. 

There are those which display with pride an official approval 
sign. Many such signs, like the familiar AAA or the Federal Hi- 
Way Guide symbol, you will meet all over the country. Others, 
like the blue sign awarded by the Olympic Peninsula Hotel and 
Resort Association, are peculiar to their area. Frequently you will 
find both, the nationwide and the local, hanging side by side. 

Last year many of the inspection agencies found it impossible to 
keep pace with changing ownership and standards, and disap- 
pointments resulted. This year, most such programs will have 
caught up with their constituents, and their intentions. 


To TAKE full advantage of this type of approval, check the 
sign you see against the latest possible official listing put out by the 
organization behind it. Changes may have taken place since the 
sign was first awarded. A starter list of organizations recommend- 
ing roadside accommodations is at the end of this article. As you 
travel, you will find yourself rapidly acquiring more of same. 

The fact that no such sign is swinging under the elms does not 
necessarily mean that the accommodation is undesirable. In some 
areas local ordinances prohibit their use. Many self-respecting 
resorts prefer to rely on their own good reputation. Some of these 
will be listed in such directories as Ray Walker’s Recommenda- 
tions, without benefit of sign. Others beckon merely by a good front. 

You can, in fact, tell much by a fresh coat of paint, a neatly 
landscaped lawn, a proprictor in a clean shirt. As a rule, the simpler 
the architecture outside, the better the bed inside. Teepees, igloos, 
and Bavarian chalets often have stingy mattresses and tempera- 
mental plumbing. 

If it’s hot, watch for cabins on a hilltop or at least in open space, 
with shade, room between to catch the breeze, windows set for 
cross ventilation. If you want quiet, avoid a motel close to a high- 
way used all night by heavy trucks, or near an all-night restaurant. 
Beware signs like one we Saw in Ohio, “Quiet cabins. Second house 
from railroad.’ Separate cabins, cabins with carports between, or

cabins separated only by a partition are wont to be noisy in cor- 
responding degree.

CaBins in town are likely to give you the advantage in hot water, 
air conditioning, accessible meals. Cabins out of town are likely to 
be more quiet, and some of them have kitchenettes. If they don’t, 
ask about the nearest restaurant before you sign the register. 

There’s no need to shy away from tourist homes. Each will be 
an adventure. Our suite at Williamsburg, Virginia, had pineapple 
four-posters, candlewick spreads, and monogrammed towels—all 
at $6 per night for three. We saw our hostess only when we en- 
gaged the room and checked out. 

Other tourist homes, and other hostesses, may not measure up. 
You cannot predict just how much conversation or radio music 
will be thrown in with the room. But you can, if you arrive at dusk, 
ask to have the lights turned on and to see the bathroom, and you 
should, by all means, ask how many others will share it. 

Prices for overnight lodgings elude classification, to the point e 
that few directories give them. Some were exorbitant last summer. T h e fi n e “ tT

furnace or boiler. You’ll find them 
at the bottom of the firebox (see 
sketch, page 216), and you can 
lift them right out. Look also for 
cracks and weak joints after the 
heating surface is cleaned, and 
seal them. Iron cement will seal 
most small cracks, but if the cracks 
are large, you'll probably have to 
replace the cracked unit. 

After you’ve finished cleaning, 
spray the interior of your furnace 
or the firebox of your boiler and all 
surfaces that are touched by either 
flame or smoke. Use a light oil. 
Used oil from your automobile 
crankcase is excellent, but any light 
lubricating oil will do. Use an oil 
gun with a flexible spout on it, even 
if you have to borrow it, since re- 
mote corners and crevices need 
protection, too. 

While you’re at it, oil door 
hinges and moving parts of damp- 
ers, too, but not too freely. This 
caution applies to oiling motors; 
don’t overdo it. Follow the direc- 
tions on the plate attached to the 
side of the motor. 

Leave boiler door and dampers 
open during the summer to pre- 
vent sweating inside the boiler and 
consequent rusting. If your base- 
ment is very damp, put a little 
lime in the ashpit or in the com- 
bustion chamber of your boiler or 
furnace, to absorb excess moisture. 

Some heating authorities advise 


you to leave the pilot light of an 
oil or gas furnace burning all sum- 
mer. It gives off enough heat to 
promote dryness and prevent con- 
densation and rust. Others think it 
better to shut off the fuel, clean the 
heating plant, oil bright metal 
parts, and cover the burning mech- 
anism with heavy paper to keep 
out dust. Your best bet is to follow 
the advice of your local heating 
contractor, who knows conditions 
in your area. If you do shut down 
an oil furnace, remember to fill the 
tank—a little moisture in an empty 
oil tank may cause corrosion 
trouble later on. 

Once your furnace is cleaned 
and oiled, look at the smoke pipe— 
the pipe that connects the furnace 
with the chimney flue. This should 
be taken down and cleaned with a 
wire brush. The sections of pipe 
are held together either by friction 
or by metal bands and come apart 
without difficulty. Then, if pos- 
sible, store the pieces upright in a 
dry place. If you can’t, put the 
pipe back up, making certain that 
it fits snugly into the chimney so 
that there is no air leakage to cut 
down on your draft. Make sure, 
too, that the pipe doesn’t stick too 
far into the flue or enter the flue on 
a downward slant. 

You might as well clean out the 
chimney while the smoke pipe is 
down. If you clean with the smoke

Cleaning a chimney isn’t strenu- 
ous work, even tho it is dirty. Fill 
a burlap bag with straw or excel- 
sior, add a few bricks for weight, 


and fasten the bag to a length of 


chain or tough rope. Climb up on 
the roof, slide the bag into the 
chimney, and work it up and down. 


The soot will fall to the bottom of 


the chimney where you can re- 
move it thru the cleanout door. 

A faulty chimney can cost you 
money and comfort, and there are 
a number of chimney troubles you 
can look for. Most obstructions 
twigs, webs, and leaves 
cleared away with your bag and 
chain. Chimneys should be lined, 
but many aren’t. Whether lined or 
not, there are apt to be cracks and 
leaks, and a cracked flue or an un- 
lined chimney is a fire hazard. The 
best way to check for leaks is to 
start a fire in the furnace, 
the top of the flue, and watch for 
escaping smoke. Mark the spots 
where smoke comes out, and re- 
pair cracks with mortar. 

The jobs outlined above are nec- 
essary for all 
gas, warm air, steam, or hot water.

The use of a steam or hot-water 
boiler for year-round heating of 
domestic hot 
more and more general. When the 
boiler is operating during the sum- 
mer as a water heater, it is not 
necessary to take the usual! precau- 
tions for preventing corrosion. A 
boiler will not corrode when in use. 

This does not mean, of course, 


water is becoming 


that the boiler and smoke pipe 
need not be cleaned. They should 
be cleaned at least once a year. 
But let’s go on with the rest of 
your spring-cleaning work on the 
heating plant. Your next step de- 
pends on your type of system. 


Warm-Air System 

To give clean heat, ductwork in 
a warm-air system must be cleaned 
regularly. Take down the ducts if 
you can, scrub them with a wire 
brush, and wipe down with a cloth. 
When you put the ducts back in 
place, seal joints with asbestos tape. 

If you can’t take your ductwork 
apart, or can’t get at it, use a vac- 
uum cleaner with a long hose at- 
tachment to suck out the dirt and 
dust. If it’s been a long time since 
your ductwork was cleaned, you 
would be wise to have a commer- 
cial cleaning company do the job. 

In a foreed-air system, use a filter 
made by a well-known manufac- 
turer. Improper filters will clog 
quickly, decrease the efficiency of 
the heating system, and may even 
burn out the blower motor. Check 
the filters to see how clean they are. 
Filters that can be cleaned will 
have instructions on them. Dirty 
“throw-away” type filters should 
be replaced with new ones. Always 
be sure that the edges of the filters 
are flush with each other so that 
air must pass thru them and can’t 
leak around them. (In a gravity 
warm-air system, without a blower, 
don’t use any filters other than ap- 
proved electrostatic cleaning de- 
vices. } [ Turn to next page

Spring-clean your

Inspect the blower and motor. 
Remove all dust and lint, particu- 
larly from the holes in the hood 
over the motor which admit air for 
cooling. If you have one of the new- 
er type vacuum cleaners, you have 
an attachment for removing lint. 
While you have the blower com- 
partment open, check the motor 
and blower mountings, and adjust 
the belt tension (unless it’s self- 
adjusting). 

The humidifier, which is either 
a pan of water in the side of your 
furnace or a fine spray of water, 
should be cleaned and adjusted 
periodically. “Periodically” in 
hard-water areas is once a year; in 
soft-water areas it is roughly once 
every 10 years. 

Be sure the little jet which sup- 
plies the water isn’t clogged. A fine 
wire will open it. Use a wire brush 
or a putty knife to scrape off the 
scale. At the end of the heating 
season, turn off the water supply to 
the humidifier (you’ll find a valve 
on the side of your furnace just 
above the pan). This will eliminate 
the chance of excessive rusting of 
the furnace body or casing thru 
overflow of water during summer 
months. 


Steam or Hot-Water System 


Don’t drain your boiler in the 
spring. The old water, having been 
heated repeatedly, is free of air, 
and will have no corrosive effect on 
iron. Fresh water contains air, and 
you are inviting rust when you run 
fresh water into your boiler in the 
spring. It is wise to have your 
boiler full during the summer, 
however, so you may have to add 
a little fresh water to the old al- 
ready in the boiler. 

For instructions on adding water, 
draining and refilling boilers, fol- 
low the directions on the boiler or 
call in a heating contractor. There 
are too many variations in makes 
of boilers to give you individual 
instructions here. 

Part of the spring-cleaning job 
is the care of radiators. Spring is the 
best time to check radiator controls 
and repair or replace them. When 
the trouble is clogged shutoff 
valves, don’t try to take them apart 
—it can’t be done. Take the valves 
off the radiator with a wrench and 
soak them in a commercially pre- 
pared scale remover to remove the 
clogging, or else replace them with 
new valves. 

A leaking radiator steam valve 
should be unscrewed and the pack- 
ing inside examined. If the packing 
washers don’t fit snugly, your radi- 
ator will leak. Either replace the

Spring is a good time, too, to 
paint radiators if you are redeco- 
rating or if the radiator paint 
is in bad condition. Metallic paints, 
such as aluminum or bronze, cut 
the efficiency of your radiator 20 
percent, while nonmetallic paints

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or may even increase efficiency. 

If you find more complex de- 
fects than these, call in a respon- 
sible heating contractor. Never at- 
tempt, for instance, to repair auto- 
matic controls unless you’re thoro- 
lv familiar with them. 

Don’t be disturbed if your neigh- 
bor laughs at you for rooting in the 
soot while he’s working outside in 
the spring sunshine. You can get 
even next winter by comparing 
fuel bills with him.

and bite itself with more or less 
disastrous results to the skin and to 
the coat which is pulled out in 
patches . . . a normal, healthy dog 
should be bathed as infrequently as 
possible.”’ 


To CARRY the argument even 
further, a healthy coat and skin 
will do a lot to ward off vermin. 
An old-time breeder we know says 
that lice and fleas want no part of 
a dog whose coat has plenty of 
natural oils. He also says that 
mange mites (which burrow down 
thru the dog’s hair follicles) will 
stay off a skin rich in glandular 
oils. I know from our own experi- 
ence that regular combing and 
brushing disrupts the breeding 
and egg-laying tactics of fleas and 
lice. 

I try to keep my own dogs in top 
shape at all times, for customers 
and occasionally for show-ring 
judges. But [ve never bathed a 
dog in my life. All I do is give each 
dog a good, brisk brushing and 
combing three times a week, and 
I’ve received many a compliment 
on the luxurious, sheen-like coats 
of my dogs. What’s more, not one 
of my dogs has ever had a skin ail- 
ment.

k LEAS steer clear of my dogs and 
I’ve forgotten what a tick looks 
like. As for lice, there just aren’t 
any. Some time ago, I sent a female 
to another kennel to place an order 
for some puppies and she came 
back loaded down with lice. She 
was promptly isolated for a week, 
got two rousing dustings of pyre- 
thrum  powder—which _ really 
knocks lice and fleas for a loop. 
That was the end of Mr. and Mrs. 
Louse. 

By the way, you dog owners who 
keep writing that you can’t get 
pyrethrum powder at your drug- 
gist’s, try your local exterminator. 
It’s a standard item in his kit. 
Pyrethrum is a Japanese product, 
and it disappeared during the war 
years. But it’s back now.

Pour solvent in a shallow, flat pan 
to a one-inch depth. One gallon 
of solvent cleaner will be enough 
for a 9x12 rug, allowing for fre- 
quent changes of solution. 

3. It’s a good idea to open doors 
and windows and set up an electric 
fan in the room to get rid of odors. 

Vote: Some solvent cleaners are dan- 
serous near fires. Read labels carefully. 

+. Dip the bristles of a flat, soft- 
bristled scrubbing brush into the 
solvent, shaking excess fluid back 
into the pan. Rub the brush lightly 
and briskly over the surface of the 
rug, cleaning about one square 
foot at a time. Several applications 
may be necessary for badly soiled 
areas. 

5. Rinse the brush in the clean- 
ing solution when it gets soiled, do 
not use water. 

6. After you’ve cleaned the en- 
tire surface in this way, stroke the 
nap to straighten it.

Sprinkle on powder 


Absorbent powders—for new 
or slightly soiled rugs 


1. Remove spots with carbon 
tetrachloride or other solvent 
cleaner. 

2. Sprinkle enough powder to 
cover the pattern on an area about 
one yard square. 

3. Brush the powder into the rug 
with a dry-bristle scrubbing brush. 
Continue this process until the rug 
is covered. 

4. Allow the powder to remain 
on the rug for at least one hour— 
preferably overnight. You can 
walk on the rug while the powder 
is on it. Remove the powder with 
the vacuum cleaner, emptying the 
bag frequently. 


Resizing or stiffening 
the back of the rug 

1. Tack the edges of the rug to 
the floor, or a flat surface, back side 
up. Or size the rug on the base- 
ment floor, using bricks to hold it 
flat. 

2. Prepare commercial rug sizer _ 
according to the directions on the 
package. 

3. Using an ordinary paint- 
brush, apply the sizing evenly to 
a small portion of the rug at a time. 

4. Leave the rug tacked down 
until it is thoroly dry. Then it will 
retain its shape. . 


Shedding or fluffing is common 
to all new pile rugs. Open weaves 
shed quickly, but closer weaves 
may take two or three months. 
Shedding occurs when short fibers, 
left in the pile after the yarn is cut, 
work themselves loose. Daily vac- 
uuming helps remove surface fluff. 


Pr- ling tufts occur when one 
or  .e tufts work their way above 
the surface of the rug. Do not 
pull these tufts out. Clip them with 
a scissors to the same height as the 
rest of the tufts. If tufts are missing 
in any part of your rug, you can 
get matching yarn and directions 
for inserting them from the man- 
ufacturer. 


Tears or holes made by furniture, 
pets, mildew, or rot must be re- 
paired as soon as possible to pre- 
vent further damage. Repairs are 
best made by professionals, but 
you can get instructions from the 
manufacturers and do it yourself.

GARDEN GUIDE 






Pacitie Northwest 


Roses need to be sprayed or dusted every 10 days in our area. May 
is a good time to feed your roses, and you'll find that soaking your 
rose bed weekly also will pay big dividends. 

Dwarf iris can be dug and divided as soon as they finish blooming. 
Fuchsias, begonias, geraniums, and dahlias can be set out in early 
May. Salvias, cannas, impatiens, morning-glories, ‘and thunbergia 
after May 20, usual date of last frost danger in our area. 

Flowers on azaleas and rhododendrons should be picked off as soon 
as faded to avoid wasting strength on seed production. You should 
plan to feed and mulch these plants in May. Apply an arsenate of 
lead spray about May 15 if troubled by the strawberry weevil. 
Strawberry beds should be hand-weeded rather than hoed because 
the roots are so close to the surface. 

Garden peas shouldn’t be sown after May 15 except near the ocean. 
Most new plants will respond to use of a starter solution—2 
tablespoons of plant food dissolved in a gallon of water. Use about a 
cupful of this solution around each new plant.

Flats of plants must be checked frequently to avoid injury caused by 
drying out. If the soil dries out, the stems will harden and slow 
the growth of your plants. 

Annuals can be planted among your spring bulbs. By the time your 
annuals get well started, the tops of the bulbs will have died down 
and can be cut off without injury to the bulbs. 

Early-blooming perennials can be dug and divided after flowering. 
Hedges should be trimmed to a shape that makes the top wider than 
the bottom. This lets sunlight reach the leaves on the lower branches 
and helps keep your hedge dense. If your hedge isn’t so trimmed, 
now is the time to get it cut to the right shape. 

Evergreens can’t be moved safely after the new soft growth, starts to 
push out. 

Feeding your plants now will hasten them along considerably. Use 
about one small handful of plant food for an annual, a large handful 
for a perennial, and as much as four for a shrub. 

Evergreens must not be cultivated deeply because their roots are 
close to the surface. Replace cultivation by mulches when possible. 
Newly seeded lawns should be watered frequently enough to keep 
the surface brown with moisture.

Gingerlilies won’t thrive unless they have plenty of water. 

Citrus, eucalyptus, carobs, camphor, jacaranda, avocado, sapote, 
and bougainvilleas will resume growth quickly if moved now. 
Hot-weather vegetables—Lima beans, melons, squash, sweet corn, 
and tomatoes—should be planted at once. 

Carnations should be staked to keep the leaves off the ground. This 
avoids much of the trouble with rot diseases. 

Delphiniums should be cut back after they bloom. You'll get 
another crop of flowers. 

Tuberous begonias, chrysanthemums, and dahlias: plant at once. 
Roses should be sprayed or dusted regularly to control diseases. 
Marguerites soon get leggy if you pick the stems too short. 
Chrysanthemums: pinch back regularly from now until July. 
Shrubs that bloomed earlier this spring can be pruned now.

Shaping Ornamental Trees 
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When DDT will do the job 


—and what to use when it won’t 


By Dr. Joseph E. Howland 


L \ EW insect killers are reaching the market so fast you 
may feel you need an expert’s advice for each bug prob- 
lem. But all you really need to remember is this: 


1. DDT is worth a ¢rial against any new pest you must 
fight. But DDT is far from effective against many insects. 
If you recognize your troublemaker, use the chemical 
recommended in the chart below. 


2. DDT is poisonous to man. Don’t use it on leafy 
vegetables or fruits you expect to eat within two months. 
Use pyrethrum or rotenone instead. Both of these are 
harmless to man. 


3. HETP is a wonder worker against the DDT-hardy 
mealy bugs. Against aphids, HETP probably is no better 
than the nicotine sulfate solution you’ve used for years. 


4. DDT and chlordane can be used on your soil to kill 
wireworms, but if you have many in your soil, use a soil 
fumigant instead for ease and speed. EDB and D-D are 
the recommended chemicals. 


5. BHC packs a super-DDT wallop for many garden 
pests, but its clinging, offensive odor rules it out for use on 
anything you plan to eat soon or enjoy indoors. 


6. DDT is useless against redspider-mites—even helps 


them because it kills their natural enemies. But azoben- 
zene dusts and HETP sprays make short work of them.

No ROOM for vine crops? Take another 
look around. Any of them will grow along 
the edge of your garden and ramble over the 
vacant lot alongside. Better still, they’re all 
expert climbers, and will drape your fence 
with trim greenery and fruit. All the room 
they need is a place to dig in their heels. But 
see that this heel hold is fertile, just about as 
rich as you can make it. The trick of getting 
vine crops to bear profusely is to keep them 
growing without a letup. Water generously, 
so the vines don’t ever get a chance to wilt. 
When you see wilted leaves, you know that 
plants have stopped growing, and yields are 
cut and flavor hurt. Sweetest melons and 
crispest ‘“‘cukes’”” come from plants that have 
always been well fed and well watered. 


Cucumbers, melons, squash 





Vine crops don't ask for much more than radish-space 
when you let them climb. Grow them along any edge of 
the garden except the south, where their leaves would 
shade other crops. Or run your fence north by south 
directly’thru the garden. Good cucumber varieties are the 
new hybrids. They are vigorous climbers that will prolong 
your picking season. Cucumbers and smaller squash, like 
Butternut, Acorn, and Quality, don't need artificial sup- 
port, but when melons and pumpkins reach fist size, they 
should be sacked in individual mesh bags and tied tofence 


... and grow ’em fast for tastier fruits 





You can plant vine crops in a garden corner, and keep them 
there by training roving vines away from other crops. If you're 
planting in poor soil along the garden edge, you needn't en- 
rich any more than a 3-foot area for each circle of five or six 
plants. Bury a bucketful of rotted barnyard manure or spade in 
a pint of complete plant food, and stake the location of each 
planting. Then water generously after the plants start crawling 





The faster they grow, the tastier they get. A 
good trick: Sink a perforated can and circle it 
with seeds. Water seeps out slowly. For earliest 
fruit, start indoors in berry boxes or 6-inch pots

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Iris make a rapid growth in May. Since their roots grow 
close to the surface, you must be careful in cultivating 
near them. Iris borer, long number one pest for these 
plants, now has met its match in wettable DDT, applied 
regularly enough to keep the expanding leaves covered. 
See below for hints to sprayers. Dusts have not proved useful 





You'll get the most uniform mixing of your spray solu- 
tion if you dump in the right amount of spray material, 
then run in the water at full force. Fill your sprayer only 
to the indicator inside tank for maximum efficiency from 
your pump. Work on walk to avoid injury to lawn. When

Probe deeply into the hole that 
seems to be the main entrance to 
the nest. When you finally break 
thru into the nest, dozens of angry 
soldier ants will rush into the open. 





Pour in about a tablespoon of the 
crystals, cover the hole with soil, 
and seal with a light sprinkling of 


water. The chemical quickly 
changes to a lethal gas that fills the 
nest, killing all ants trapped un- 
derground. Warning: Cyanide gas 
is extremely poisonous to man. 
Avoid inhaling the deadly fumes.

How to grow iris 


Cae all iris full sun, good soil, and water by surface 
irrigation during the growing season. Dwarf, interme- 
diate, and tall-bearded iris, the ones most commonly 
grown, do best in a spot with good natural drainage. 
Their blooms are longer than wide. 

Siberian, Crested, and Oriental or Japanese iris all 
have flowers quite flat in shape. To get bigger flowers 
in the Japanese group, give the plants lots of water be- 
fore and while they’re in bloom. 

Iris of all classes can be lifted and reset at any time of 
year, but right after they have flowered is best. 










Divide iris every third year, cutting roots 
apart as shown.

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The diary of a 


Plain dirt Gardener 


By Marry R. O’Brien 


May I Up to this minute, this has 
been a discouraging spring. I’m 
further behind in my work than I 
can remember, seems like. I did 
get some roses planted and sweet- 
pea seeds in and some early vege- 
tables, but other jobs seem few and 
far between. 

No use to write about it, but 
much work is ahead—some trans- 
planting of perennials, sowing of an- 
nual seeds, dividing and resetting 
mums, cultivating perennial beds, 
getting out more vegetables, mebbe 
using some weed killer on lawn. 





I've worked on that board so much 
that I'll never get my back straight 
again. And still I'm further behind 
in my work -than | can remember 


May 3% Once again the joint birth- 
day of the two young men in our 
family comes around. There have 
been so many by now, we don’t 
make a ceremony of it as we once 
did. But their mother had the usual 
angel food cake on the table tonight. 


May 4 Our new magnolia, plant- 
ed last year, is in bloom—just one 
big bloom on the bush. 


Maw 3 Viburnum carlesi, the fra- 
grant viburnum, has opened, and 
its fragrance is all around. In the 
perennial bed, the white hardy 
candytuft is opening. And nearby, 
its companion, Alyssum saxatile or 
Basket of Gold. 

Hardy candytuft, by the way, is 
one of the most satisfactory flowers 
for a perennial border. It really is a 
broadleaf evergreen shrub, tho al- 
ways sold as a perennial flower. Its 
tiny green leaves are evergreen. 

It readily grows from seed, tho 
choice plants can be propagated 
by cuttings. I have one plant that 
must be 15 years old and 3 feet 
across, yet not more than 10 or 12 
inches high. 


May 7 To dinner meeting of our 
men’s rose club tonight. Main busi- 
ness was to go over plans and de- 
tails of the rose show that we spon- 
sor next month. Our show may not 
be so large nor so good, but it does 
go off smoothly. This is because

May 9 A hasty business trip by 
train finds me in Sedalia, Missouri, 
this bright spring day, to learn that 
the Federated Garden Clubs of 
Missouri is holding its annual con- 
vention here. So over to see what 
was doing. Found some old friends 
there and noted something which 
should be reported to the public. 

This was a mode] garden center 
—modeled on the one actually in

the Sedalia public library—set up 
as a convention exhibit. Here were 
books, current garden magazines, 
a collection of seed and nursery 
catalogs, information leaflets and 
some handy garden tools. It had 
been set up here by the Sedalia 
Garden Club. 


May 10 Back home again by 
noon, a warm Saturday and pos- 
sible to get busy on outdoor jobs. 
So our work squad went into ac- 
tion. David mowed grass. Donald 
cultivated rhubarb. I dittoed early 
vegetables. We both worked on 
roses. These haven’t had much 
cultivation. In wet weather I’d 
rather leave the weeds grow than 
try to work in mud around roses. 


May 12 “My, how spic and span 
you look,” says Maggie as she 


viewed me over when I hurried 


down, ready to get outdoors this 
summer afternoon. You see, I had 
put aside my drab winter uniform 
and got out my summer garden 
regalia, to wit: a pair of clean, if 
somewhat faded, blue cotton garden 
slacks and a white work shirt. 

Thus garbed, I cultivated the 
rest of the vegetables and the sweet- 
peas, now coming famously. Spad- 
ed part of a coldframe and belated- 
ly began to transplant vegetable 
seedlings from hotbed into cold- 
frame. These I watered in with a 
Starting solution to give them a 
quick send-off. Worked so hard 
at these and other jobs, I plumb 
ruined my back and raised a big 
blister on a thumb. 

My starter solution is simply 
plant food dissolved in water. I 
often just throw in about a cupful 
of 4-12-4 plant food to a 3-gallon 
can of water. You can buy special 
liquid concentrates. Besides water- 
ing in seedlings with starter solu- 
tion, I also pour it around vege- 
table, annual, and chrysanthemum 
plants after I set them out. 


May 13 Invited tonight to dinner 
meeting of our local landscape as- 
sociation. Bert Kleinmayer, of one 
of our local nurseries, told me that 
10 different people had called him 
on the phone today, all asking the 
same kind of question. “Why 
doesn’t my magnolia bloom?” 
“Why isn’t my lilac blooming?” In 
all cases, the magnolia, lilac, or 
other shrub, had been set out last 
year. 

Most heavy-flowering shrubs 
and small trees seldom bloom the 
year after they were moved, says 
Bert. The first summer they work 
at getting themselves re-established 
and at making vegetative growth 
of roots and twigs. So they do not 
set bloom buds. Sounds reasonable. 


May 20 Over the two perennial 
beds this morning was a sheet of 
blue. It is hardy blue flax—Linum

perenne. Last summer I grew a lot 
of this from seed, and set out the 
plants at intervals thru the beds 
last fall. Right now it is still time to 
sow seeds of this and of other per- 
ennials and biennials in a frame. 

This flax is always in bloom in 
the morning, no matter how early 
I get out. About noon, if the sun is 
hot, the blooms fall. But tomorrow 
there is another wave, and this 
keeps up about all summer. A light 
haircut along in July, to get rid of 
seedpods, will bring on new growth 
and fresh bloom. 

Just ahead of suppertime found 
Maggie all indignant. Some girls 
had just come riding along on 
horseback, and they had cantered 
their nags right across the front of 
our lawn, which goes out to the 
edge of the pavement. 





You have to plant them right: Don't 
try to skimp on the hole for your new 
trees. Water generously the first year 


I went out to look. There were 
hoofprints nearly six inches deep 
down in the soft sod. If by chance 
you see those girls, warn them to 
stay away from our vicinity. If I 
catch them on that lawn again, 
mebbe [ll yank them right off the 
horses and spank them—if I have 
to go to jail for it. 


May 21 In late afternoon, came 
Bill Speed, a local landscape man. 
He found hundreds of thousands 
of little dark worms on my pines. 
Bill says they are the larvae of the 
pine sawfly or pine-needle worm. 
Spraying or dusting with arsenate 
of lead will kill them off. 


May 28 Spading of big front bed 
in garden proceeded. Got out jolly 
old dust gun and puffed at the roses 
with some of the all-purpose dust. 
Gave boondoggle potato patch 
back of garage a whooshing, too. 


May 29 Two new iris set out last 
summer are in bloom. One is L. 
Merton Gage, tall with pinkish 
tone. Other is Wakarusa, a gor- 
geous orange and red bicolor. 


Mag 30 Set out cabbage plants 
between rows of first planting of 
spinach, now being eaten rapidly. 
Tomato plants went in another bed.

10-16. Nashville is one of the iris 
centers of America, with large 
plantings that should be in bloom. 
And on May 8-9, the annual meet- 
ing of the American Iris Society 
will be held at Nashville.

How to grow GROW 


Better tomatoes 


By Dick Carlyle

Set ‘em out later. You say your neighbor’s already set out his 
tomatoes? Don’t let him bother you. More tomato plants sufler 
at the hands of the eager-beaver gardener than at those of the 
procrastinating one. You'll probably beat your early-bird neigh- 
bor to the first ripe fruits, especially if the weather turns cold. 
Cold weather slows and stunts, even when it doesn’t freeze them. 
Bean-planting time is transplanting time for tomatoes. Make sure 
when you move plants that the vital feeder roots aren’t damaged 





Plant the steckier ones. Husky shorties like these are your best 
plant bets for this summer’s crop. Look to see whether your plants 
still have their first true leaves. It’s a good sign they won’t take 
a two-weeks vacation from growing,’as big, spindly plants do 
when they’re planted outside. The best plants are about as broad 
as they are tall, have their leaves close together. If you’re growing 
your own seedlings, start them no more than 6 to 8 weeks before 
the time to transplant and thin them so they’re about 2 inches 
apart. Pinch off the tips if they stretch beyond 8 or 9 inches tall 
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Bury those straggly legs. If they’re scrawny in spite of every- 
thing, dig a trench 4 inches deep and let them sprawl along it 
until only good green leaves show above ground. Feeder roots 
will sprout along the naked stem and contribute towards a good 
crop. Be careful, tho, that you remember where the long stem is 
lying, or you'll hack it in two, when weeding days come. You can 
play safe if you lay them, all one way, lengthwise along the row

How to make the most 


By Dale Somers 


Ir TULIPS shout spring more 
clearly for you than daffodils and 
hyacinths do, it’s probably because 
their color range is so complete. 
Their bright cups seem always to 
have associated with violets, apple- 
blossoms, and warm spring winds, 
and have stood in prim lines next 
to lawns freshly green. 

Tho tulip bulbs must always be 
planted in the fall, the returns you 
get depend largely on what you do 
this spring. 


Flattering settings. If you 
planted your bulbs hastily last fall 
and thought little about settings, 
you can more than double the 
effect of this spring’s display by 
planting low _ spring-flowering 
plants beside your tulips. 

A half dozen good combinations 
are these: 


—Swiss Blue Pansies in front of 


pink tulips. 

—Blue Phlox (P. divaricata) beside 
clear yellows. 

—English Daisies in flesh-pink and 
white at the feet of glowing car- 
mine-red tulips. 

—Yellow pansies of bedding violas 
in front of tulips in blending tones. 
—Forget-me-nots with orange- 
scarlet. 

—Yellow bunch-flowered prim- 


roses tucked in close to tulips of 


blue and Concord-grape tones. 


When you set in these compan- 
ion flowers for an immediate effect, 
buy them by the flatful, if possible, 
and set them closely so your effect 
is not like spatterwork. Shift with- 
out losing the soil from their roots, 
and water generously at once. 


Water your tulips. Plenty of wa- 
ter given them just before they 
come into color is a great booster of 
tulip size and length of stem. Lay 
your hose nozzle close to the soil 















and let water run until soil is wet 
3 inches deep. 


Do not let seeds form. Snap off 
tulip heads as soon as they begin to 
fade. This makes certain that none 
of the strength of the bulbs is dis- 
sipated in seed-making. To snap 
the heads, place your thumb and 
forefinger on the stem just below 
the flower and give a quick twist of 
your wrist. 


Care after blooming. Let your 
tulips ripen off their foliage with- 
out disturbance if you can. If you 
must tidy up the bed, test the tulip 
stems before you cut them. When 
a stem can be wound about your 
finger -without snapping, it’s far 
enough spent so it can be removed 
without loss to the bulb. 

If your garden plan does not 
give your tulips an all-season lease, 
then lift your bulbs carefully and 
reset them in some out-of-the-way 
place to ripen off. 


For rapid increase. If you will 
take the trouble to dig, clean, and 
replant your tulips each year, you 
will find they increase at a most 
satisfactory rate. After the tulip 
tops have dried down, dig the 
bulbs, and clean off the old roots. 
Usually inside each bulb’s spent 
“tunic” coat, you'll find several 
small bulbs of less than blooming 
size along with one certain to bloom 
the coming year. Sort as to sizes. 
Then replant. Line out the small 
bulbs in rows, like so many small 
onion sets, to grow into blooming 
size. This will take from one to 
three years. Cover these small- 
sized bulbs with not over two inches 
of soil. You can replant bulbs of 
all sizes immediately after clean- 
ing, or in October. 


Labeling. Labeling is most. im- 
portant unless you grow mixed tu-

Pull an old garden glove or a small sack over hose end to stop splatter when 
you water. Before lifting bulbs to ripen off elsewhere, test stems. If you can 
wind them around your finger without breaking, it's safe for you to lift bulbs 


lips just for cutting. Nothing but 
peas or beans look more alike than 
tulip bulbs do. Have sacks, cans, or 
boxes all ready and labeled. To 
avoid mistakes, dig and clean one 
kind of tulip at a time. 


Storage of bulbs. Tulips should 
be kept in a dry place until they’re 
replanted. Avoid temperatures 
above 85 degrees. 


Plan next seasen’s plantings 
now. No poring over catalogs can 
be quite so satisfactory as making 
up your tulip list with the blooming 
tulips before you. List and map 
your backgrounds and companion 
plants at the same time. 


Look particularly for these va- 
rieties of tulips: 


Pinks—Pink Beauty and Rose Lu- 
sisante (Single Early class), Fan- 
tasy (Parrot class), and Princess 
Elizabeth, George V., and Rosa- 


bella among the tulips classed as 
Darwins. 


Clear yellows—Mr. van der Hoef 
(Double Early), Ursa Minor (Tri- 
umph), and Golden Harvest, and 
Mrs. Moon (Darwins). 


Carmine-reds—Cardinal (Single 
Early), Pride of Haarlem, Barti- 
gon, Eclipse, and Gloria Swanson 
(Darwins). 


Blending tones—The vermilion and 
gold Keizerskroon (Single Early), 
the orange-red Lucifer (Breeder), 
and the new Blue Parrot. 


Orange-scarlet-—Advance (Cottage), 
the gold and apricot Marjorie 
Bowen (Cottage), and the rosy sal- 
mon-orange Dillenburg (Breeder). 


Blues—Glowing Margaux (Ideal 
Darwin), Bacchus and Louis IV, 
(Breeder), and Grueze, Scotch Las- 
sie, and the Bishop (Darwins). 





If you prefer, you can lift tulip bulbs with roots intact after flowering and plant 
them qut to finish ripening off in some out-of-the-way spot. When tops have 
dried off, dig, rub off the old roots.

vious. Tommy’s parents thought 
they adored him. The trouble was 
in the mother’s unconscious resent- 
ment of Tommy because of her own 
conflicting feelings toward her par- 
ents. Fleetingly aware that she had 
occasionally resented and hated 
her parents, she unconsciously acted 
on the supposition that Tommy 
did, too. 

When, as an infant, 
watched her out of the 
his eye and seemed to ignore ‘or re- 
fuse food, his mother imagined it 
as a deliberate attempt to spite her. 
If she’d been emotionally secure, 
she’d have recognized this the first 
time as an attempt to play a game

perhaps and wouldn’t have played 
it. Assuming he wasn’t hungry, 
she’d have let it go, and Tommy, 
likely enough, would have found 
other ways to play games. Instead, 
eating became a problem. In other 
ways, too, the mother disturbed 
Tommy by depriving him of love 
while thinking that the unwelcome 
attention she was showering on him 
was love. When it came time to go 
to summer camp, for example, she 
thought that her anxiety to get 
Tommy off was out of love for him. 
It wasn’t obvious to her that, in 
reality, she was anxious to get rid 
of him. Tommy felt it, tho. 

Janie, at 6, indicates some effects 
of the second harmful parental at- 
titude, deprivation. She’s overactive, 
talkative, quick, flitting. She wants 
to take in everything, be every- 
where, and is constantly afraid of 
missing something. She’s overwill- 
ing to please and do things for others 
and she’s a wishful thinker with 
lofty ambitions and fantastic day- 
dreams. As she grows older, chances 
are she will, unless cured, become 
listless, indifferent, and apathetic. 

While deprivation applies par- 
ticularly to homes broken by death 
or divorce or to those in which 
there “is an impermanent kind of 
family life, it may hold true in the 
home where the child is deprived 
normal parental relationships in 
less obvious ways. The child who 
suffers from too much of the dictum 
to be “‘seen but not heard,” too little 
of the free fellowship of games and 
play with his parents, may be as 
bad off as the child who happens to

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be the victim of parental hostility. 

Overprotection, the third parental 
attitude, may be manifested in the 
child who is obese, passive, and sed- 
entary. Immature-looking, such 
a child may like to associate with 
younger children and avoid com- 
petition. He may have little initia- 
tive, be easily influenced and de- 
pendent upon the group, with no 
confidence in his own ability at 
anything. He may be sensitive to 
being thought a “‘sissy’’ and, to 
prove that he’s not, may go in for 
rebellious behavior, Joud talk, 
stealing, and truancy. 

One physician recently reported 
a number of examples of overpro- 
tection in his own practice. There’s 
the mother who still escorts her 
10-year-old boy to and from school. 
Another mother complains of a 
tense, unhappy home situation be- 
cause her 6-year-old girl has spells 
of irritability, pouting, and nega- 
tivistic behavior. The trouble 
turned out to be the mother’s dis- 
tress because the girl frequently 
would have a bowel movement in 
the afternoon rather than before 
school in the morning. 

Silly and obvious cases, yes. But 
overprotection is Common in our 
society if not always so extreme. 


Tue child who is the victim of 
the fourth unfortunate parental at- 
titude, exploitation, is often thin, 
tense, precocious in talk and 
ashamed of his natural immaturity. 
He may have a compulsion to excel 
others and be a poor sport. Some- 
times he’s so afraid of making mis- 





takes that he avoids competition. 
In his teens, he may become de- 
fiant and rebellious, resentful and 
sulky. He may complain, whine, 
feel cheated, become cynical. 

The parental domination that 
accounts for the exploited child 
may show itself in outright imposi- 
tion of excessive standards, forcing 
the child at school, foisting great 
ambitions on him. But there’s also 
such subtle exploitation as that in 
the case of a pretty 10-year-old girl 
who was finally taken to a psychia- 
trist because of her deep anxiety 
and fear preceding musical recitals 
in which she played the piano. 

The child, it turned out, had ex- 
cellent ability but was afraid of 
blundering. She felt, too, an un- 
warranted inferiority in all social 
relations. Both parents were in- 
telligent and were worried because 
their daughter displayed this need 
for perfection. They protested to 
the doctor that they didn’t expect 
her to be perfect and had frequent- 
ly told her so. Yet the doctor soon 
discovered that in reality the girl’s 
high achievements delighted the 
parents and while they thought 
they weren’t egging her on, it was 
common for the father to ask, when 
the child brought her report card 
home: “Did you make all A’s?” 
He had no idea that this alone was 
enough to impress the girl and ac- 
count for her perfectionism. 

Parental attitudes and their ef- 
fects aren’t simple. Presence of one 
attitude doesn’t preclude presence 
of others. Overprotection, for in-

stance, always seems to occur with 
different degrees of rejection. Often 
the mother is overprotective while 
the father is inclined to exploit. 
Moreover, there is always some de- 
gree of one or more such attitudes 
inthe best-adjusted families. Wheth- 
er or not the child becomes malad- 
justed is, in fact, due entirely to the 
intensity of the harmful influence. 


Waarinen, can parents doto as- 
sure sound emotional development? 
They must—to repeat a basic fact 
for emphasis—realize that an iso- 
Jated temper tantrum, a single 
night terror or one incident of 
stealing or truancy is not necessari- 
ly an indication of emotional dis- 
ease. It’s only when there are many 
such incidents that there should be 
concern. There should be concern, 
too, when the child consistently 
shows other signs of rejection, de- 
privation, overprotection, or ex- 
ploitation. 

That’s true even in infants. One 
father accidently dropped several 
heavy volumes of an encyclopedia 
near his 11-months-old daughter 
one night, and thinking he might 
have hurt the child rushed to pick 
her up. He was amazed to find the 
infant still deeply asleep. It seemed 
excessively deep sleep to him, and 
he insisted on taking the child to a 
clinic. There his suspicion was con- 
firmed. The child was using sleep 


‘ as a flight or withdrawal mechan- 
ism in order to avoid frustration. In 
this case, the reason for frustration 
was found to be a well-known one. 
The child had been weaned sud- 
denly at four weeks and placed on 
infrequent bottle feedings. Food 
supply was ample, but sucking 
time was short, and the infant had 
no mothering, the bottle being 
propped on a pillow and baby not 
even held during feeding. The 
child was cured when a motherly 
nurse was put on the job. In other 
cases, frustration causes may be 
less obvious, but the results may be 
seen in reactions and habits. 

No parent can be expected to 
be as observant or able to diagnose 
difficulty as a trained psychiatrist. 
Yet one well-known child psychia- 
trist emphasized to me that usually 
the parent who goes by just one 
simple rule will do well enough. 
“The criterion,” he said, “‘is just 
this: Is your child getting along 
reasonably well, busting out now 
and then, but on the whole enjoy- 
ing himself?

sideration, detect the factor. Some- 
times the other parent may be able 
to point it out. 

Where mental hygiene advice 
and help are available—either 
from an experienced psychiatrist 
or a good child guidance clinic— 
the outlook for corre@ting bad fam- 
ily climate is excellent. Failing 
that, however, a full and frank dis- 
cussion with a family doctor who is 
not of the old school and belief that 
‘childish disturbances always wear 
off without harm”’ should help. 


PreventION. as in all disease, 
is, of course, better than cure. Pre- 
vention is not merely a matter of 
eliminating negative or harmful 
parental attitudes but of providing 
positive or beneficial ones. And 
perhaps as fine’ a guide as any 
comes from the healthy children 
among the 3,000 whom Doctor 
Martin studied. Among positive 
parental factors which these young- 
sters spontaneously listed are: 

1. Parents are permissive or 
“giving.” 

Their first attitude toward a 
good school report card is positive 
and accepting and not coercive or 
exhorting. A poor card is taken as 
a need for help, not punishment. 

3. Parents give time, thought, 
and effort, not material things. 

They listen to and accept the 
child’s early ideas and ambitions 
and don’t foist theirs upon him. 

5. Parents are helpful, and their 
help isn’t felt to set up obligations. 
6. Parents—and brothers and 


sisters—do things with as well as for 
him, 

7. Parents give him physical jobs 
with bulky objects, involving lift- 
ing, carrying, and fetching, and al- 
ways make the child feel accepted 
as healthy and strong. 

8. Children fight, wrestle and 
have rough and tumble play with 
each other, often in bed. 

9. Companionship with parents - 
is playful. The child talks about the 
family doing things together. 

10. Parents tell stories and laugh 
and joke with children. 

11. Seniority of older children is 
recognized. 

12. Father and mother do things 
together, too. 

Almost invariably all these fac- 
tors are found to occur together. 
The consistency about the good 
family picture is remarkable. 

“Nowhere else,” recently wrote 
Dr. S. H. Kraines of the University 
of Illinois College of Medicine, “ 
the need for prevention more ur- 
gent than in the field of psychiatric 
disorders and nowhere else are the 
rewards more gratifying. Preven- 
tion, should begin in the home.” 

It is here that one has the oppor- 
tunity to interrupt the vicious cycle 
of neurotic child who becomes a 
neurotic parent and raises ever- 
more neurotic and even psychotic 
children. ‘“The Kingdom of God,” 
religion has been saying for cen- 
turies, “‘is within yourself.’ It is 
largely true that Kingdom of Good 
Adjustment and Peace for your 
children—and the world — lies 
within you as a parent.

wire screen or an old stocking after 
it is stirred. 


Preparing the surface. Even tho 
your porch and garden furniture is 
in good condition it should be 
washed with a cleaning powder 
and water. Spots which won’t 
come off readily may have to be 
sandpapered. Canvas, grass, and 
fiber rugs should be thoroly 
brushed. Food stains on_ porch 
rugs may be removed with sc 1 
and water—or with turpentif 
Metal surfaces which have rus d 
in spots should be cleaned with a 
wire brush or steel wool dipped in 
kerosene. Touch up bare metal 
areas with metal primer to pre- 
vent future corrosion. 

If you’re painting new wood, 
apply enamel undercoater and let 
it dry thoroly; fill cracks, nail 
holes and crevices with putty. 
Then the surface is ready for the 
final painting. The more coats you 
apply, the more durable a finish 
you'll have. But if you have a 
smooth, gleaming finish and the 
undercoat doesn’t show thru, one 
final coat is enough. 

If you’re applying a stain to new 
wood, you’ll need two or three 
coatings of spar varnish over the 
stain. 

If the old paint is in bad condi- 
tion, remove the old coating and 
start from scratch with a priming 
coat and putty. Brush paint-and- 
varnish remover over a small area 
at a time, letting it soften the old 
coating before you begin to scrape. 
For large flat surfaces, a wide stiff 
blade set in a knife handle is an ex- 
cellent scraper. For curved sur- 
faces, coarse steel wool and a wire 
brush are best. If there are several 
layers of paint, you'll need more 
than one application of remover. 
After you have a smooth, clean 
surface, wash it with turpentine or 
mineral spirits to remove the resi- 
due of wax from the paint-and var- 
nish remover. Then apply primer 
and paint. 


r 


Taking care of brushes. Use a 
4-inch brush for awnings and rugs; 
a 2-inch one for slatted, reed, or 
metal-tubing furniture; a 1-inch 
round brush for hard-to-reach 
corners, braces, rods. Keep special 
brushes just for varnish, so you 
won't have a streak of color from a 
previous paint job suddenly ap- 
pearing on a gleaming surface. 

Take good care of your brushes. 
In between coats—if it won’t be 
more than 48 hours—keep them 
suspended in turpentine or min- 
eral spirits. Bristles that rest on the 
bottom of a container are likely to 
bend. To prevent bending, drill a 
hole thru the handle of each brush, 
run a stiff wire thru the hole, and 
rest the ends of the wire on top of 
the container. 

When you’ve finished painting, 
clean your brushes thoroly with 
mineral spirits (it leaves them less 
gummy than turpentine would); 
then wash them with soap and 
water, comb. the bristles with a 
steel comb, and wrap them in- 
dividually in heavy paper.

Shading often occurs when con- 
stant traffic bends pile fibers in dif-

ferent directions and the light re- 
flects at various angles. Pile under 
the legs of furniture often becomes 
flat and matted. Either shading or 
matting can be prevented by turn- 
ing your rug every six months to 
distribute the wear evenly. If the 
pile has been badly crushed, steain 
with a damp cloth and a hot iron — 
but be careful not to scorch the rug. 
Then brush the rug briskly in the 
direction of the lay of the pile. 


Moths are probably the most dif- 
ficult problem of all. The best pro- 
tection is constant cleaning —¢s- 
pecially under furniture and around 
baseboards where there’s little sun- 
light. Have the rug mothproofed 
by a commercial cleaner, or spr -y 
it with a solvent solution of moth re- 
pellent. If moths reappear in a rug 
after thev’ve been removed, check 
all the furniaure in the room to find 
where they’re coming from. When 
you store your rugs, take special 





Spray away moths 


care to prevent moths. Spray your 
rugs with moth repellent; then roll 
them in heavy brown paper, closing 
and fastening all corners securely. 


Redyeing your rug to hide stains or 
change its color may be part of 
your long range rug care. This sort 
of work is too complicated to do at 
home, and should always be sent 
to professional cleaners and dyers. 


Spots and stains should be re- 
moved from your rug right away— 
once they’ve been allowed to set 
it’s harder to get rid of them.

sorbent cloth or white blotter. 
Scrape up solid material with a 
spoon (not a knife—it might cut 
the pile). If the carpet has been wet 
thru, blot the pile as dry as you can, 
and raise the carpet so the back 
can dry. Then rinse the stain with 
warm water or a soapless lather 
solution. If it doesn’t come out, 
let the spot dry thoroly and use a 
solvent type cleaner. 

Here’s a chart showing how to 
remove common rug stains. 


Stain Removal Chart 


Animal Stains 
Brush lightly with a warm di- 
lute solution of acetic acid or 
white vinegar. Rinse with water. 
Chewing Gum 
Saturate the area around the 
base of the gum with a solvent 
cleaner until the gum can be re- 
moved with a dull knife or spat- 
ula. Applications of solvent will 
remove any remaining stain. 
Food Stains 
Wash witha lathersolution, rinse 
wel] and dry. If the stain persists 
use a solvent cleaner. 
Grease 
Saturate with a solvent cleaner. 
Inks (Indelible) 
Apply commercial ink remover 
(but use only a little or you'll 
damage the color of the rug). 
Inks (Washable) 
Shampoo with a lather solution. 
Mildew 
Air the rug outdoors and brush 
out the spores. Clean stained 
spot with water containing 10 
percent ammonia then rinse 
with clear water. Dry thoroly 
before bringing the rug inside. 
Mud 
Allow the mud to dry, then 
brush off dried surface particles. 
Remove remaining stain with 
soapless lather or solvent. 
Paint 
Apply commercial paint re- 
mover (but be careful not to 
damage the color of the rug).
